From May to'August, when the-bulk

The report of the council committee of the whole 


against the proposed straightening of the St. Mary's 
river through the Guldlin playgrounds in order to provide 
more satisfactory conditions for the proposed new bridge 
at Barthold street, is precisely what was to have been ex- 
pected in view of the engineers showing that the cost of 
the improvement would total some $69,000. We believe 
the council's action in the matter is entirely justified. 
With the river course changed and the new bridge con- 
structed, the enterprise would have represented an out- 
lay of considerably more than $100,000, to leave out of con- 
sideration damage to the playground which could not 
have been avoided.

WHEN IS A PASSENGER?

:ime of one man. 


In the last ten years, while the popu- 


lation increased 21 pi r cent, the total 
Of bushels of corn, oats, wheat, barley 
and rye produced in this country in- 
creased less than 1 per cent. 


In the same period we had an in- 


crease in improved farm land acreage of 
15.4 per cent; so we see that the coun- 
try has actually bi>cn producing less per 
acre of the great cereals than it pro- 
duced in the previous ten years.

soil that is totally played out is a des- 
ert, and the desert is the dwelling place 
of eternal famine.

There is enough nitrogen in the air 


this minute over an ncre of farm land 
to produce maximum crops for 600,000. 
years. It can be captured by growing 
clover or other leguminous plants, and 
thus turned into the soil. 


The three things we need for im- 


provement of the normal soil are not 
the nitrogen, "phosphoric acid" and pot* 
ash commonly sold in commercial .fer- 
tilizers. 
They are, first, the organia 


manures produced upon the farm; sec- 
ond, natural phosphate, ground natural 
limestone, of which we have measure- 
less quantities in almost every state. 


During the last twelve years the 


University of Illinois agricultural school 
has been conducting experiments in Mc- 
Lean county. It has been shown fer- 
tilization with phosphate has increased 
the crop of corn 17.5 bushel an acre, 
the crop of oats 15 bushels an acre, th« 
wheat 24 bushels an acre and the elo- 
veh 2 tons an acre.

It was twenty-seven years ago that 


the men and boys shown in the actom- 
Pjujying group stood before the camera. 
They were at that time the employes 
of The Fruit House, then located on' 
Woit Berry street, just off Calhoun, 
where the Arcade building now stand*. 
Afterward, with the removal of the big 
business of The Fruit House to its pres- 
ent location on East Wayne street, the 
word "\Vhite" was inserted into the 
name, and it has since been known as 
"The White Fruit House." 


Even in those days of long ago, when 


this group picture WAS taken, "The Fruit 
Home" was one of the most famous 
•tore* of northern Indiana. In Fort 
Wayne, and in this part of the state, 
there was nothing like it It was a ver- 
itable beehive. Its army of customers 
came here from miles abound, from 
many of the nearby cities and towns.

it

crowded with buyers.

Onee Destroyed by Fire. 


The business of "The Fruit House" 


was established by Captain James B. 
White just after the close of the war 
of the rebellion, in which he served as 
an officer in the Thirtieth Indiana regi- 
ment. It began in a two-story brick 
building that stood on the present site 
of tbellarmony lodge I. 0. 0. F. build- 
ing, on. West Berry street, across the 
atreet from what is now the Wolf &. 
Deiiauer store. It was first used by 
Captain White for the handling and the 
Mle of--fruit. 
Afterward, however, in 


this saine building, he branched out into 
a general store, adding, besides gro- 
ceries other lines of goods and develop- j. 
ing .into a business of great proportions.

After Citizens Uphold 


Death Penalty. 


ISSUE 
AT ELECTION 


Salem, Ore.;/ Dec. 14.—Four -murderers 


Noble Faulder, Frank Garrison, Michac 
Morgan and H. E. Roberts, were hanged 
yesterday within an hour in the state 
penitentiary here. Before they were ex 
ecuted Faulder and Roberts vadmittei 
their guilt, Garrison protested innocence 
and Morgan pleaded self-defense in a 
statement to the Hev. A. A. Moore. 


The executions marked the failiire of 


a long contest to save the convicted men 
by abolishing capital punishment in Ore- 
gon, 
Bach of the men who died yester- 


day had been reprieved one or more 
times by Gov. West, who declared a year 
ago he would not permit another execu- 
tion in Oregon until the electorate of 
the state had opportunity to pass upon 
an initiative act abolishing capital pun- 
ishment. 
. 
People Favored • Death Penalty. 


This'proposed law was defeated by a 


majority-of 20,000 in the "in the general 
election last month. 


"I have done my duty in this matter, 


and I have nothing further to say," was 
the brief statement given out by Gov. 
\Vest -after -the executions. 


• The executions' took placo while the 
Anti-Capital Punishment 
league 
-was 


conducting a twenty-four hour street 
meeting in San Francisco as a protest 
against the hangings in Oregon, and an' 
other execution which took place al 
Folsom, Cat. The meeting, with speak- 
ers relieving each 'other at half hour 
intervals, began at 6 o'clock in the even- 
ing.

The Oregon murderers were hanged in 


pairs, Garrison and Faulder being the 
first to be summoned to the.'death cham 
her shortly after 11 o'clock.

Here Are the New Parcels Post Zones Mapped Out from Fort Wayne 


Parcels Post Goes Into Ef- 


fect January 1, 1913, and 
the Rules and Regulations 
for Sending Mail Are of 
General Interest — Fort 
Wayne Postoffice is Mak- 
ing Preparations for the 
New System. 


Save This Parcels Post 
Map; It Will Be Useful 


The Stntintl todiy prints for ihe 


first time in any newspaper the par- 
cels post map, showing the Fort 
Wayne unit, zone and relative dis- 
tances and rates between Fort Wayne 
and other parts of the country num- 
bered in other zones. It gives the 
rates of postage under the new psr- 
cels post system which goes into ef- 
fect in the United States January i, 
1913, and therefore will be of value 
to everyone who ever expects to send 
mail matter by parcels post. Save 
it. 


While the establishment of the new 


parcels post 
system 
in this country 


means a great deal to the American 
farmer, it becomes the humble duty of 
postal authorities to issue a warning 
calling attention to the fact that all 
who use the parcels post must be care- 
ful, for there is a number of restric- 
tions, and as the farmer will be one 
of the chief users of the new system, 
his attention must be directed to the 
fact that 
butter, 
lard, fresh meats, 


fruits, vegetables and eggs are perish- 
able articles, and can only be sent by 
parcels post for short distances, and 
must be carefully and properly packed. 


According to the regulations govern- 


ing the parcels post system, which goes 
into effect January 1, 1913, perishable 
articles may be sent through the mails 
only under specific restrictions as to 
their containers and the distance they 
•r« to be sent. Eggs will be accepted 
for local delivery when packed properly 
In a container for any distance when 
each egg is separately packed in a per- 
fectly secure manner. 


Rules and regulations governing the 


new system have just been received at 
the Fort Wayne postoffice, and those 
in charge are now trying to figure just 
vhat will happen when the increased 
business begins to assume noticeable 
r 


portions. According to Postmaster 
B. Hanna and Assistant Postmaster 


William J. Hess, the new system will 
practically put the ofEce at sea for a 
time, until things arrange themselves 
io the new order, and the clerks and 
tamers become familiar, through expe- 
rience, with the 
parcels 
post rating 


ind laws governing the bulky mail de- 
livery. 


• It "is an assumed fact that the Fort 
Wayne poatoffice is already too small 
for even the amount of mail coming 
under the present system. What •will 
happen when the parcels post goes into 
tffect can hardly be conceived. At any 
rate, relief will be secured, if conditions 
are too crowded to conveniently handle 
the mail, by converting the basement of 
the federal building into quarters for 
hhe rural carriers. 


Some of the 'Rules. 


Among other things included in the 


rules just -issued by Postmaster General 
Hitchcock, is a clause stating that no 
restriction ia placed on the mailing of 
salted, dried, smoked or cured meats, 
but fresh meat will only be transported 
within the first zone. 


To be more definite on this, 
fresh 


meat will only be carried by the par- 
cels post, if mailed in Fort Wayne, as 
far as Sturgis, 
Mich., on the north, 


Leipsic, Ohio, on the cast, Marion, Ind., 
on the south and Plymonth, Ind., on 
the west. These cities are all within 
the confines of tho first zone, and par- 
cels post mail will be carried to any 
point irF this zone for 5 cents for the 
first pound, and three cents more for 
each additional pound. This means that 
eleven pounds of mail matter may be 
sent to any point in the Fort Wayne 
zone, or first Fort AVayne zone, for 35 
cents. 


FragilJ- articles, including millinery, 


toys, musical instruments and articles 
of glass in whole or in part, must be 
securely packed and marked "fragile/ 


What You Can't Send. 
| 


Articles that may not be sent by par- 


•els post include intoxicating liquors of 
all kinds, poisons, poisonous animals, 
insects, reptiles, 
explosives 
of every 


kind, 
inflammable 
articles, including 


matches, infernal machines, pistols or 
revolvers, or disease germs. Any ob- 
scene, defamatory or scurrilous matter 
now prohibited by the law is also barred 
as well as live or dead animals, birds, 
live poultry, raw hides or pelts, or any- 
thing having a bad odor. 


Box and printed matter may not be 


mailed at parcels post rates, but only 
at the pound rates of third class mat- 
ter. 


It is the general opinion that it will 


require 
considerable time before the 


public becomes familiar enough with the 
laws governing the parcels, post system 
to make free use of it, on account of 
the numerous restrictions. 
There will 


in all probability be all sorts of confu- 
sion over the kind of mail, the rates 
and many other things during the. first 
year or so of the parcels post, therefore 
it would be wise for those intending to 


use it to obtain a map of the differ- 
ent zones, blocks or units, and the rates 
thereon. 
By understanding the 
rules 


and rates and the zone conditions, one 
can avoid much trouble and nave time 
and labor in. the different postofficps of 
the country. 


Expect Some Difficulty. 


It is assumed thit there is not a poot- 


oflicc in the United States but what ei- 
pects unlimited difficulties in the start 
of the pnnvla post, and Fort- Wayne 
is included, for the 
local authorities 


have first to adopt any-methods they 
deem best for the first fifteen days of 
the new system, at the end of which 
time they will report to the. department 
at Washington on the success of their 
activity along the line of collecting and 
mailing the parcels post matter. 


The clerks must know each zone, each 


unit and the rates for each zone and 
unit, and it is safe to Bay that it will 
bp some time before the matter can 
be sent without first consulting the 
map. 
with 
which 
each clerk is sup- 


plied. 


Each rural carrier has authority to 


accept parcels past matter. This was I 
•ather confusing at first to many who 
iad considered parcels 
pnsl, for the 


Irst rules to be sent out included a 
clause which informed the public that 
paivel" post stamps could only be pur- 
chased and packages mailed at a post- 
office, or at a postal sub-station. Par- 
cels post mail cannot he placed in the 
letter box on your front porch for col- 
lection. It must be mailed by yourself. 
The difficulty in the 
rural districts 


proves in 
be 
no difficulty, for each 


rural carrier is considered as n sub- 
station agent, and has the right to sell 
stamps for parcels post, and accept par- 
cels post mail for delivery at the post- 
office. 


Must Hire Vehicles. 


Assistant Postmaster William .1. Hess, 


at the local office, states that the bulk 
of the initial appropriation of $400 of 
the parcels post money for Fort Wayne 
•will be spent for horses and vehicles in 
carrying parcels post mail to the post- 
office. The money is the first given this 
city by the 
postal 
department, and 


.while it is not a large amount, it is be- 


lieved it, will be sufficient, to give the 
authorities some definite data on the 
amount it will i-ost to operate the new 
system in the Fort Wayne territory. 


Additional clerks will be needed with- 


out a doubt, and the postmaster has 
been instructpd to employ as many aa 


needed, at a salary of thirty cents 


per hour. This means that many who 
have long been on the substitute lift in 
practically all th" postofficps. of 
th<- 


l.'nited States 
will go on a' regulars 


when the new system is inaugurated, 
and will open hundreds or thousands of 
new positions in the postal department. 


The Zone Rates. 


Parcels post rales, by zones, issued 


by the postmaster general and just, re- 
ceived in Fort Wayne, are as follows: 


First zone—For delivery within the 


first zone, five cents for the first pound 
or fraction of a pound, and three cents 
for each additional pound or fraction of 
a pound. 


Second—For delivery in the

New, York School Board Will Not Fur- 


nish Soap. 


New York, Dec. 14.—The proposal,to 


supply soap and towels to the children 
of.the New York public schools, which 
received indorsement from many local 
societies a few -weeks ago, has been cast 
aside by the board of education, which 
decided that, while such cleanliness was 
desirable, it was too expensive a-luxury 
for adoption at the present time. 


The cost of furnishing the towels and 


soap was estimated by a special com- 
mittee as "not less than $350,000 a 
year." Paper towels would cost $300,- 
100 a year, it was found, and the mere 
aundry expenses for cloth towels would 
exceed $200,000 annually.

of it» nearness to the white house, its 
remarkable history as "The Church of 
the Presidents" and the further fact that 
Dr. Wallace Radellffe, its pastor for 
seventeen yearn, is so intimately asso- 
ciated in a broad national way with the 
Presbyterian church and its activiUei. 


Marshall's Preference. 


Vice President-elect Marshall ia ex- 


pected to have R natural preference for 
this church becauss it is the onl.v Pres- 
byterian church in Washington where he 
is acquainted and also because Repre- 
sentative Martin A. Morrison, of Indi- 
ana, one of the fviends of Mr. Marshall, 
is a teacher in the .Sunday school there. 


Interest in the speculation concerning 


the church activities of the incoming 
president and vice president ia increased 
by the suggestion that both the Wilson 
und Marshall families may occupy the 
Abraham Lincoln pew. 


The Lincoln pew is on the right hand 


side of the middle aisle, about six seats 
from the pulpit. The last time Gov- 
ernor Marshall was here he attended the 
New York Avenue church and sat in this 
pew. 
In its end is a small tablet of sil- 


ver, reading "Abraham Lincoln, 1861- 
1865." At present Mrs. Radcliffe is the 
only occupant of the old pew. 


Lincoln Pew Thrown Out. 


When the church was fitted with new 


pews in 1887 the retention of the pew. 
used by Mr. Lincoln was mildly urged, 
but its dark color and worn appearance 
brought a quick negative decision. Many 
thought it would look out of place amid

Jackson Quit Church. 


Andrew Jackson, always a stormy 


petrel, had a disagreement with the pas- 
tor of the church in his' day, the Rev. 
John K. Campbell. It arose over Jack- 
son's conduct in the Peggy O'Neal affair. 
The pastor, who was fully as irascible as 
Gen. 
Jackson, undertook to challenge 


the presidential pew holder and Jackson 
withdrew from the church in a huff. 


President Lincoln never made a formal 


public profession of religion, though he 
was of a very devout turn of mind. Not 
only did he attend church every Sunday, 
but he was a frequent attendant at the 
weekly prayer meetings, slipping in at a 
side door and sitting quietly in- a back 
pew so as not to attract attention. The 
Rev. Dr. Phinens D. Gurley was pastor 
of the church while Lincoln was presi- 
dent. Mr. Lincoln used to say that the 
reason he liked to hear Dr. Gurley was 
"because he didn't preach politics."
